“The Past-President.” 

Dr. J. A. Macponap : It is my pleasant duty to propose the 
toast of the evening—the health of our Past-President, Dr. 
Thomson. When I asked why I was designated for this task 
I was told by Dr. Cox that Dr. Thomson and I were both 
exiles from our native land. But I think the proper descrip- 
tion should be apostles, spreading the gospel of light and 
healing.

Unfor- 
tunately at the beginning of his year of office he had a serious 
illness, and was not able to participate.in those ten days of 
holiday-making by which the Association introduces its Presi- 
dent to a year of strenuous -work.

Mrs. Thomson, with the 
assistance of Mr. Mumford, made our visit to Bath one which 
we shall always remember. Dr. Thomson presently was able 
to take part in the work of the Association; and he has shown 
himself a. man of charming -personality,-of great ability in 
affairs, and of strict devotion to duty. He takes his rightful 
place among our recent Presidents—Basil Hall, C. P. Childe, 
Macewen, Drummond, Clifford Allbutt—all great names amongst 
us—as a man we are delighted‘to honour. —_ 
The toast was drunk with enthusiasm.- 
-Dr. -F. Tuomson : About a year ago I had-to write to the 
Medical Secretary to ask him what my duties would entail, and 
the answer I received was that unless~I- felt absolufely -fit 
I need not worry about any duties whatever. But he added 
that there was one thing I must do—I must turn up at the 
Council dinner to sing my swan-song. I am told that when 
the swan produces anything worth speaking of in the musical 
line the prognosis is extremely grave, but I sincerely trust that 
these will not be my dying notes so far as my active interest 
in the affairs of the British Medical Association is concerned.

Dr. McMechan 
added : ‘“‘ We trust that the international contacts that have 
been made will prosper and that they may be renewed in 
Winnipeg. Wherever and whenever it may lie in our power 
to be of any service to the British Medical Association, its 
Council, and its Chairman, you have but to let us know.”’ 


Resolutions from the Annual Meeting. 

The resolution passed in the Public Health Section of the 
Nottingham Meeting, requesting the Council to approach the 
Government with a view to securing legislation to protect the 
child against intentional violence during birth, was referred to’ 
the Medico-Political Committee. With regard to the resolution 
of the Representative Meeting instructing the Council to 
investigate and report on the subject of psycho-analysis, it was 
agreed that a special committee for this purpose should be set 
up. Dr. Brackenbury, in proposing this course, said that, as 
he had intimated at the Representative Meeting, no time limit 
was placed on the labours of such a committee, and it might be 
well to appoint a committee which would have certain elements 
of continuity, and would perhaps submit interim reports on the 
more broad and simple aspects of the subject. It was agreed 
to ask the officers of the Association, with the chairmen of the 
Ethical and Science Committees, to nominate members for this 
special committee. 


Nomination of Vice-President. 

The Chairman moved, as a recommendation to the Repre- 
sentative Body, that Dr. F. G. Thomson be elected a Vice- 
President as a recognition of his services as President in 
1925-26. This was carried with acclamation and acknowledged 
by Dr. Thomson. , 

Dominion Congresses. 

A report was received from Dr. T. Ritchie Rodger of Hull, 
who was appointed delegate of the Association to the recent 
annual meeting of the Canadian Medical Association at 
Victoria. After an account of the meeting, Dr. Rodger stated 
that the opinion he had formed with regard to the projected 
Annual Meeting of the British Medical Association at Winnipeg 
in 1930 was that the Canadian friends would want them to have 
on their programme as many well known men from this side 
as could be mustered. He suggested that it would be well to 
take time by the forelock and intimate to some likely men in 
this country the desirability of a visit by them to Winnipeg 
in 1930. Dr. Rodger was thanked for undertaking the duty of 
delegate and for his report. 

With regard to the Australasian Medical’ Congress at 
Dunedin in February, 1927, the Chairman reported that the 
President of the Association had found it impossible to leave 
England. It had been hoped that Sir John Lynn-Thomas, 


who had intended to visit New Zealand during the winter, 
‘would act as delegate together with Dr. Cooper Pattin, already 
‘appointed, but he now understood that Sir John would not be 


going out. 


International Union of Medical Organizations. 

The Medical Secretary presented a report on the proposed 
International Union of Medical Organizations, the desirability - 
of which in principle. the Council had affirmed at its June 
meeting, though it had reserved liberty as to joining such a 
body until it was aware of the arrangements proposed. It now 
appeared that a number of other countries had given a similar _ 
provisional adhesion. The new organization, which was due 
to the suggestion of Dr. Decourt of Paris,.was to be called the 
‘** Association professionelle internationale des médecins,”’ with 
Dr. Decourt as its general secretary, and was to constitute a 
centre of information for and a liaison between the national | 
groups of doctors in order to help each of them to profit from 
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= 
manifestations of friendship during my term of office, to which 
I shall always look back with the greatest pride and pleasure. 


(Applayse.) 
“The Common Health.’’ 


Dr. C. 0. Hawrnorne: This toast, which everyone -will 


agree has a pleasant sound, is always honoured at a Council 
dinner. On its negative side it plainly implies a diminution 
in the volume of disease, and on its positive side a sense of 
well-being, alike in the community and in the individual. 
Therefore this toast must be peculiarly welcome in a gathering 
composed largely of medical practitioners. The voice which 
suggests that the medical profession is anxious for public 
ignorance to continue for the sake of promoting private ill 
health may be left to its natural violence. Whatever else 
public health includes, it certainly includes the health of 
individuals. The Council in organizing this dinner has recog- 
nized ‘that truth, for although it may be an open question 
whether the provision of a banquet with generous wine is a 
contribution to the common health, certainly the stipulation 
that speeches shall be compressed each within five minutes 
means that. the Council is determined that there shall be no 
risk of mental overstrain due to much speaking. Thus the 
Council, even in the hour of its annual dinner, is not uncon- 
-eerned with the promotion of the common health! I pass on 
te remark that while it is undoubtedly true that it is the duty 
and privilege of the medical profession to define the conditions 
under which the promotion of the common health can be 


_ secured, responsibility for those conditions is not restricted to 


the medical profession, but falls upon the governing authorities 
and the community generally. Those conditions are fairly well 
known. They include such elementary demands as pure air 
and water, housing and opportunities for recreation, and 
sensible habits on the part of the individual. When the com- 
munity is sufficiently educated to demand and to practise those 
things, and sufficiently rich to pay for them, there will un- 
doubtedly be a very considerable advance in the level of the 
common health. That advance depends in part upon wise legis- 
lation and administration, and upon a public opinion that the 
promotion of the common health is something worth striving 
and paying for. My last remark is that the promotion of the 
common health is a contribution to national efficiency, happi- 
ness, and contentment, and an element in the production of 
successful and orderly government. I couple with this toast 
the- name of the Director-General of the Army Medical Service. 
It is easier, of course, to apply the conditions of health under 
the discipline of the army than in the uncontrolled indi- 
vidualism of civil life, though this is not to say that methods 
applicable in #he one case would be suitable in the other. 
Because of General Fell’s position, personality, and knowledge 
we are all prepared to give him a cordial welcome. (Applause.) 

‘Lieut.-General Sir Matruew Feit: Dr. Hawthorne has made 
an extremely apt speech. In looking at the common health 
through army spectacles for the last thirty years I have perhaps 
got a somewhat different point of view, but, after all, as 
dectors our ideals in the Service are the same as yours. Our 
primary duty is the prevention of disease in the army. The 
army has one great advantage in the matter of discipline. 
I have seen a good deal in the papers about propaganda, but 
in the army we do not ‘‘ propagand ’’; when we have come to 
the conclusion that it is a sound thing to issue some order for 
the health of the troops, out it goes as an order from the 
Adjatant-General, In the army we want, as you want, an 
Al population. During the last three years 35 per cent. of 
the recruits who came before the doctors were rejected, and 
this leaves out of account a number of men who were rejected 
by the recruiting sergeants for obvious deficiencies without 
coming before the doctors at all. The common health has been 
assisted by the general stimulus to thought and action created 
by war. At the end of the Crimean war the Herbert Commis- 
sion produced as its report one of the most far-seeing public 
health documents ever written. In the South African war 
the attention was concentrated on the enteric group of diseases, 
and this led, directly or indirectly—my predecessor, the late 
Sir William Leishman, was greatly concerned in this—to the 
prevention of these diseases throughout the whole world. In 
the great war I do not know what you would. say was the 
greatest of the stimuli which was given to health, but I should 
say that it was in the direction of personal cleanliness and an 
insistence on its importance from the point of view of health. 
Before sitting down I should like to express the thanks of my 


Service to the British Medical Association for the support which 
has been given to us in getting through the new Warrant, 
Applause.) It is a bad thing when a medical service gets 
ycotted. We want young blood badly, and I hope now with 
re assistance we are going to get it. Not only so, but there 
the Territorial Medical Service to think of, and the Supple- 
mentary Reserve. The world is very peaceful now, but if war 
should come again a large expansion will have to take place, 
and this will fall again on the army, and the medical services 
of the army will have to undergo a corresponding i 
It is from you that we hope for support. (Applause.) 


“ The Guests.’” 

Dr. Arnotp Lynpon, in proposing the toast of ‘‘ The 
Guests,’’ mentioned many of those whose names are set out at 
the beginning of this report, and extended a hearty welcome 
to them all. He coupled with the toast the names of Mr. 
E. Hilton Young, renowned for his gallant action in the 
Vindictive at Zeebrugge Mole, also for his ability as a financial 
expert, and Sir Martin Conway, who was member of Parliament 
for the Combined English Universities, and was widely known 
as a professor of art, an explorer, a mountaineer, and an 
author. 

The Right Hon. E. Hmron Younc, D.S.0., M.P.: Some 
sympathy ought to be given to a layman who is called upon to 
address a highly professional audience. Nothing could be more 
intimidating. I do not know whether you have ever attended 
a show of fat cattle, and have seen the prize ox blushing in the 
middle of the ring while the judges appraised his points. Such 
is the sensation of a layman on this occasion! (Laughter.) 
If I stammer, a hundred professional glances will suggest 
incipient delirium tremens, or if I blush, measles and segrega- 
tion! I feel that this assembly also desires to see what sort of 
wild fowl is the first lay member of the General Medical 
Council. Let me assure you that, like the Jew of Venice, he 
has feelings much similar to your own. He reacts in the same 
way to a good dinner and a hearty reception, but being the 
only lay member he feels very lonely. I confess that as I look 
around these tables I wonder whether I could not possibly, 
recruit some high and courageous spirits to join me on that 
august body. Let me assure you that nobody can be privileged 
to have this association with the greatest of all professions 
without a high sense of the very great responsibility that is 
cast upon him. From the medical profession the community at 
large requires high things; to tlie medical profession the com- 
munity at large owes an ever-increasing debt. 

Sir Martin Conway, M.P.: Representing as I do a number 
of the universities, I always find in such a gathering as this 
some of my constituents, and it is almost the only occasion on 
which I meet them. A university representative is in an 
impersonal relation to a number of admirable people Whom he 
hardly ever meets except one by one and in places often remote 
from his constituency. I have come across my constituents in 
Spain, Egypt, India, Canada, everywhere except in the univer- 


sity. town. It has also been my good fortune to be for several. 


years a member of the Medical Committee of the House of 
Commons, and though I know nothing about medicine my 
experience as a silent listener has been of great interest to me. 
I have not been able to be of any great service, but I hav 


learned very much. a 


“ The Chairman.” 

Dr. E. R. Fornerent: I have no intention, in proposing 
his health, to dilate on Sir Robert Bolam’s virtues, but I should 
like you to consider his versatility. He shines in many roles, 
but we know him best as Chairman of Council—a body which 
has to receive the boiled or partially boiled meditations of 
innumerable committees. He has adopted there a standard of 
conduct which may be described by saying that he takes it 
upon himself-—and I think we approve—to warn those who are 


unruly, to comfort the feeble-minded, to support the weak, and — 


to have patience towards all men. Then what about his ideals 
of beauty? If you look over this building, its garden, and the 
decorations of its interior, you will find, in bricks and mortar, 
the realization of Sir Robert’s dream., Finally, as for his 
goodness, every one of his friends knows how full of sympathy, 
he is in. trouble and misfortune. I give you his health, which 
we are anxious that he should retain, for we want him badly 
in the work of the Association. 

This toast was accorded musical honours, and Sir Ropert 
Botam said: Dr. Fothergill, ladies and gentlemen, you have 
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‘of a principle or the construction of a. formula to establish 
‘a rule of practice relative to appeals for financial support 
received by the Association from bodies organized for some 
general or public purpose, and thought that the Council should 
keep a free hand to deal with such application on its merits, 
bearing in mind the general obligations defined in the Articles 
and by-laws and endeavouring to judge what decision would be 
likely to carry approval of a majority of members of the Asso- 
ciation. The committee was also of opinion that in general 
it was not advisable for the Association to contribute to 
philanthropic and similar appeals, and, by a narrow majority, 
it favoured the view that the appeal to contribute to the 
National Memorial to Queen ‘Alexandra should constitute no 
exception to the general rule. Dr. Brackenbury reminded the 
Council that the general principles laid down applied, not only 
centrally, but to Divisions and Branches; but this expression 
of opinion from ‘the Finance Committee, if adopted by the 
Council, did not tie the Council’s hands and prevent it from 
making some exceptions. Dr. Lockhart Stephens was of 
opinion that the memorial to Queen Alexandra constituted a 
noteworthy exception to the operation of the rule, and he 
thought it would be very ill grace on the part of the Associa- 
tion, which had enjoyed Royal favour, to refuse to contribute. 
Dr. Walker could not think that a central contribution to this 
object would have the effect of causing the Branches and 
Divisions also to make contributions, as was feared by some; 
rather it would act in the opposite way, for the Divisions 
\would feel that the necessary response had been made centrally. 
The object of the memorial should particularly appeal to the 
Association. Dr. Hawthorne said that he had been a member of 
a Division for a good many years, and the Division had never, 
so far as he knew, received an appeal from a public body for 
a subscription. In his view this National Memorial was an 
outstanding exception to the general rule. 

_ The expression of opinion from the majority of the Finance 
Committee that the appeal to contribute to this National 
Memorial should constitute no exception to the general rule 
was not endorsed by the Council, and it was agreed that a 
donation of 100 guineas should be made. Dr. Hugh Miller 
desired that a proportionate contribution should be granted to 
the Scottish branch of the fund, but it was pointed out that the 
appeal was for the furtherance of district nursing throughout 
the British Isles, and the Council’s contribution would be 
considered a national one in the widest sense. 


The Hertford British Hospital, Paris. 

Mr. McAdam Eccles, as chairman of the Hospitals Com- 
mittee, again brought forward the matter of the Hertford 
British Hospital, Paris, and its medical staff, which had occu- 
pied the attention of the Council at its meeting at Nottingham. 
The acting chairman of the hospital had now written to say 
that his committee, while feeling that further correspondence 
would not be useful, would welcome a’ personal discussion with 
a representative of the Asscciation, and Mr. McAdam Eccles 
suggested that Sir Richard Luce and the Medical Secretary be 
asked to go to Paris for this purpose. This was agreed to. 


Public Lectures. 

Dr. Morton Mackenzie, on behalf of the Organization Com- 
mittee, brought forward a proposal to extend to headquarters 
the ‘popular lecture” which is a feature of the Annual 
Meeting, by arranging for perhaps two or three such lectures 
in the Great Hall of the Association’s House during the winter 
months. The names of certain distinguished lecturers and their 
topics were suggested, and it was also proposed that a sum up 
to £50 might be spent on advertising each lecture. He con- 
sideréd that this would be a contribution by the Association 
towards education in public health. 

Dr. Brackenbury .moved, in place of this proposal, that there 
be one annual lecture on a topic of public health interest, to 
be called the Hastings Lecture, and to be delivered in the 
Great Hall. This would commit the Association, he said, to 
an annual lecture in the same way as it was already committed 
by custom, if not by resolution, to a popular lecture at the 
Annual Meeting. Dr. Fothergill seconded the resolution. 

Dr. Dain asked whether this departure was intended as a 
contribution towards education in health matters or as a 
means of advancing the Association in the eyes of the public. 
Dr. Walker thought the idea useful, and that many of the 


people. who were seeking health instruction were likely to go 
to various quack sources if the British Medical Association 
did not furnish something of this kind.- It would help the 
public also to see that the Association was not a meré trade 
union. Sir Jenner Verrall thought the time opportune for 
some such innovation. .The Association now occupied a power- 


ful position in the eyes of the public, and it should maintain . 


that position by undertaking certain things other than those 
which were purely for the advantage of its members. Mr. 
McAdam Eccles suggested that such a lecture should be arranged 
for only one year ahead; then, should its reception be favour- 
able, it could be continued. The Treasurer urged that this 
matter should go to the Finance Committee, which had not 
approved of the Organization Committee’s proposal. For his 
own part he believed that London was rather overdone with 
health lectures. 

Eventually a resolution was agreed to approving, for 1926-27, 
the arrangement, under the auspices of the Association, for 
a lecture on a topic of public health interest to which the public 
should be invited. . 

Organization in South Africa. 

Dr. Morton Mackenzie brought forward, on behalf of the 
Organization Committee, several recommendations, most of them 
formal, relating to the proposed duties and powers of the 
Federal Council of the Medical Association of South Africa 
(British Medical Association). One of these, however, was 
a more serious matter. It concerned the desirability of allowing 
Branches outside the British Isles to decide whether members 
of the Association elected elsewhere and coming to reside in 
their areas should: be members of their Branch. Dr. Mackenzie 
reminded the Council that it was represented to members as a 
fundamental principle, following the reorganization of the Asso- 
ciation in 1903, that once they entered membership they auto- 
matically became members of the Branches in whose area they 
happened to reside. South Africa had now put up the sug- 
gestion that this principle be abrogated in its favour. The 
Federal Council desired that members coming into the area 
should not automatically become members of the Branch, but this 
could enly be brought about by arranging for a new class of 
members—namely, ‘‘ members at large,’’ who, having been 
elected to the Association elsewhere, when they came to reside in 
the area of a Branch which had formally applied for and 
received the necessary power from the Council, would receive the 
Journat and such other general privileges as were declared to be 
elementary, but would not be members of the Branch concerned 
until they had applied for election and had been elected by the 
Branch. An additional point of difficulty was that the Council 
could not make a change of this kind without consulting the 
Oversea Branches generally, and it was quite possible that 
other Oversea Branches would object on the ground that such 
an arrangement would make it easy for a member to escape 
paying an extra Branch subscription. 

Dr. Fothergill said that any provision to meet this situation 
would mean that every member joining the Association must 
come in as a ‘‘ member at large.”” Dr. Brackenbury said that 
there could be inserted in the conditions of membership the 
requirement that a member would become a member of a Branch 
automatically except in the case of those Branches which had 
applied for and obtained the necessary powers. 

After further discussion, it was agreed that, as apparently 
the Federal Council did not realize the complications likely 
to arise from the adoption of its suggestion, a statement of the 
whole position should be forwarded to South Africa, and the 
Federal Council should be asked to consider the question 
further; then, if it still desired to maintain this position, the 
Council of the Association would submit proposals for the 
consideration of the Representative Body. 


The Membership of the Association, 

Dr. Morton Mackenzie stated that the membership on Sep- 
tember llth stood at 32,093, compared with 30,273 on the 
corresponding date in 1925. He had seen a statement in the 
public press that following upon Sir Arbuthnot Lane’s relin- 
quishment of his membership there had been many resignations. 
A more accurate way to put it would be that since the date 
of Sir Arbuthnot Lane’s resignation the membership of the 
Association had increased by over 2,000! 


Among the retiring’ honorary secretaries of Divisions and 


Branches whose names Dr. Mackenzie brought before the 
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the experience of the others by a study of the numerous 
professional problems which concerned the medical man. The 
expenses of the association were to be met by subsidies on a 
capitation basis from the organizations which came into 
membership. The cost to the British Medical Association in 
the way of subscription, if Australia, New Zealand, and South 
Africa were included, would be £176 a year, but he had since 
heard from Dr. Decourt that a revised proposal had been made, 
and that accordingly the highest amount which any adhering 
society would be expected to pay would be £125. : 

The Treasurer said that the Finance Committee took excep- 
tion to the proposal that the Association should join this body. 
In addition to the annual subscription, at first stated to be 
£175, certain expenses would be incurred by attendance at the 
annual session of the council, held in Paris or elsewhere on the 
Continent, and the meetings of the executive committee. There 
might also be additional office expenditure. He believed that 
at least £200 a year would be necessary in addition to the 
subscription. 

The Medical Secretary suggested that the Treasurer’s esti- 
mate was too high. He thought that £120 a year would cover 
the expenses other than the subscription, and that the Intelli- 
gence Department and the ordinary committee work would 
serve the purpose without additional office expenditure. 

_Dr.. Brackenbury said that whether the Association joined 
this organization or not, the organization was evidently going 
ta be an active one, and he would be very sorry to see an 
organization of that kind functioning through Europe entirely 
divorced from the British Medical Association. He thought 
that the expenditure of £245 a year was not sufficient excuse 
for the Council to go back on its proposition, and he moved 
that the Association join this international body. 

Dr. Douglas seconded.: He thought it would not be con- 
sonant with the power and prestige of the British Medical 
Association to allow a movement such as this to go by default. 
This international movement was a unique affair, and might 
have great repercussions in the future. The financial objection 
did not appear to him to hold water. If finance was a real 
stumbling-block it would be equally or more so to other 
countries, and if other European professional bodies thought 
it worth while to join, it would be rather strange for Britain 
to be left out on account of a financial difficulty. 

Dr. Dain opposed the motion. If this was to be a great 
organization with great possibilities they would all be anxious 
to give it their support. But, after all, it was only for the 
dissemination of information ; it would be merely a bureau, and 
the information could no doubt be obtained, perhaps with 
® little more trouble, from other sources. He also pointed out 
that other English-speaking countries—the United States and 
the British Dominions—had not yet entered. 

_ Dr. Bone also opposed. He considered the financial estimate 
very conservative, but he based his main objection to the 
scheme on other grounds. It was true that science was inter- 
mational, but medico-political affairs were not at all inter- 
national. Moreover, by the time such affairs reached this 
bureau in Paris they would be merely of historical interest; 


they would have passed beyond the active stage. It had been 


decided that the most urgent question to be studied was that of 
sickness and invalidity insurance in all countries. But what 


was the interest to this country—apart from history—of such 


insurance in, say, Sweden? 


Dr. Barcroft Anderson said that the strength of the British 
Medical Association lay in its patriotic and imperial character. . 


Make it a subordinate part in an international organization of 
ractitioners, and something of its character would be lost. 
e moved that the Council was not in favour of an inter- 


national association of medical men, but this motion found no 


seconder. 
‘The Medical Secretary, in reply to a question as to what 


help the new organization would afford, said that for the 


Eecsent the British Medical Association might be better able to 
elp this body than this body to help the Association; but that, 
he thought, was rather a reason for joining than otherwise. 


In a year or two, however, it would certainly be very useful . 
to have access to a body of information quickly available in 


Paris rather than to have to seek it, with much delay, from 
different countries. d 

Dr. Hawthorne said that the objections which some members 
were taking would have been relevant to the previous dis- 
gussion before the Council decided in principle to accent the 


desirability of such an association, but now the Council had ~ 


pledged itself. With regard to finance, so far as that was 


a valid objection, it would be open to the Association to with. — 


draw from this body if it found after some experience that 
the organization was not functioning with efficiency. He did 
net. see any reason in the arrangements proposed for declining 
to go forward. 


The Treasurer pointed out that the Council had merely — 


accepted in principle the desirability of an international asso- 
ciation. A thing which struck him was that French was 


declared to be the official language of the organization, and © 
this although the adhesion of medical men of the British 
Empire and the United States was desired. On a moderate | 
estimate the number of English-speaking doctors in the world — 


was 200,000, while perhaps only 30,000 spoke the French 
language. 

Dr. Fothergill deprecated any condemnation by the Council 
of the international idea, for international health was a thing 
in which the Association ought to take an interest. But could 
it not be stated that the Association was willing to support 
some scheme of a purely correspondence character, instead of 
the ambitious scheme proposed ? 

The Chairman pointed out that the Association had been 
involved in a certain measure of support for this proposition. 
If it retreated it must retreat gracefully. He thought that, 
as one of the primary organizations of medical men in the 


world, they should not adopt a narrow and insular view. They - 


had an example to set and a position to uphold. He could not 
see that anything could be done under this scheme for less than 
£300 a year. The question was whether the Association was 
prepared to pay that sum for the establishment of an informa- 
tion bureau. 

Dr. Brackenbury said that he had supported this scheme, 
not because he had thought it a very urgent matter at the 
moment, but because it was desirable that formal adhesion 


- should be given. The present form of the enterprise was largely 


due to the influence which the Medical Secretary had been able 
to bring to bear. As a result of his help some of the more 
ambitious ideas with which the project began had been 
brought into more practical and reasonable shape. The 
Medical Secretary had been authorized to act provisionally 
in their name, and he thought they were practically bound 
at the present moment to give adhesion, whatever might be the 
course of their future action. If it was found afterwards that 


the organization was not functioning as it ought to function - 


it would be perfectly easy to give notice of withdrawal. The 
international idea, he hoped, appealed to them all, and he 
did not wish them to proceed from the view of what they were 
going to get out of it, but rather to regard it as an opportunity 
for the Association in the British Empire to help the profession 
in all parts of the world. After all, the way in which the 
profession took its part in public health affairs in other 


countries did concern the profession in each country. The ~ 


language question did not amount to much. All that it meant 
was that while communications to the centre would be in the 
language of the correspondent, those from the centre to the 
various countries would be in French, which happened to be the 
language recognized in international concerns. 


The resolution that the Association give formal adhesion to — 


this international body was then put to the vote and lost, 
25 voting against and 13 in favour. It was agreed that the 


Association should contribute £50 towards the preliminary. | 


expenses. 
The Post-Graduate Hostel. 


_ The Medical Secretary reported on the Post-Graduate Hostel 
which has been instituted at the Imperial Hotel, Russell 


Square, near the Association’s headquarters. The hostel, he 
said, had been duly launched, and was in a fair way towards 


success. Some useful meetings had been held, and he thought — 


that the Association would eventually be proud of the part 


it had taken in encouraging this venture. The hostel was’ — 


suffering at the moment from lack of funds. 


It was agreed that a sum of £25 be voted to assist the hostel.’ ‘4 


The Queen Alexandra Memorial.

Ethical Committee. 

Dr. Lyndon, chairman of. the Ethical Committee, referred 
to the resolution which his committee had adopted in grateful 
appreciation of the services of its former chairman, Dr. 
Langdon-Down (SuprLement, September 25th, p. 153). It was 
agreed, by acclamation, on the motion of Dr. Fothergill, that 
the Council adopt this resolution as its own and report it 
to the Representative Body. The Chairman thought it only 
right that the Council should place on record its appreciation 
of Dr. Langdon-Down’s exceptional services. He himself 
always entered upon the work of the Ethical Committee with 
more fear and trepidation than upon that of any other com- 
mittee of the Association, but under Dr. Langdon-Down’s chair- 
manship he had had no apprehension as to the wisdom of what 
ultimately emerged from that committee. 

Dr. Lyndon brought forward the matter of advertisements 
of therapeutic institutions in the medical press, some of which 
contained particulars not free from objection in the light of the 
resolution passed on this subject by the Annual Representative 
Meeting, 1924. He moved as a recommendation to the Repre- 
sentative Body that it be considered undesirable to insert 
in the medical press, or any other publications primarily in- 
tended for the medical profession, any advertisement of a 
therapeutic institution which included any laudatory statement 
of the form of treatment given or the private address or con- 
sulting rooms or hours of a member of the medical staff, 
though there was no objection to the name and qualifications 
of the medical officers of the institution being given. This 
was agreed to as a recommendation to the Representative Body. 

Dr. Lyndon reported on the arrangement for the briefing 
of counsel following upon the writ issued on behalf of the 
British Medical Association against a London newspaper in 
respect of an article published on September 2nd, which, in the 
opinion of the Solicitor to the Association, constituted a libel. 


The Association’s Building. 

The Council agreed to set up a special Building Committee. 
Hitherto questions connected with the new building have been 
dealt with by a subcommittee of the Office Committee; but as, 
during the next year or two, important questions connected 
with the extension of the building will have to be dealt with, 
it was considered well to have a special committee for the 


It was reported that a microphone and amplifiers had been 
installed in the Great Hall and Hastings Hall with a view 
to improving the acoustic properties. . 


Scale of Commencing Salaries in Scotland. 

Dr. Hugh Miller, for the Scottish Committee, said that the 
committee had again considered the problem of the scale of 
commencing salaries for medical officers employed by local 
authorities, and brought forward certain recommendations to 
the Council. Dr. Brackenbury asked for one assurance. In 
the scale for England and Wales now in operation the Associa- 
tion (with the Society of Medical Officers of Health) succeeded 
ultimately in securing an assurance from the Ministry of Health 
that it was satisfied that the scale was reasonable, and the 
Association of Municipal Corporations took up the same benevo- 
lent attitude, so that when the Representative Body sanctioned 


_ the scale it did so knowing that behind it was the tacit approval 


of the principal authorities. Had the scale in Scotland a similar 
backing? Dr. Miller said that there was good reason to believe 
that the Board of Health would support this modified scale, 
but there was no one body in Scotland to speak for the local 
authorities. He was willing to insert a preamble that the 
Scottish Committee be authorized to agree to the propositions 
as part of a general agreement with the Scottish Board of 
Health, and, as far as possible, with the local authorities of 


‘Scotland. The Council agreed to authorize the Scottish Com- 


mittee again to enter into conference with the Scottish Board 
of Health and with representatives of the local authorities 
in Scotland in order to submit to them the variations in the 
scale, with a view to obtaining their support, and report to 
the Council on the measure of adhesion. Mae 


Notification of Puerperal Fever. 

On the proposal of Dr. Bone, for the Committee on Causation 
of Puerperal Morbidity and Mortality, the Council agreed to 
call the attention_of the Ministry of Health to the fact that 
some local authorities were proposing to utilize their maternity 


_and child welfare officers as consultants under the regulations 
as to the notification of puerperal fever and puerperal pyrexia.

CURRENT NOTES. 


Pensions in East African Medical Service. 
Our attention has been called to the fact that in the 
article in the Educational Number of the Journat (Sep< 
tember 4th) dealing with appointments in the Colonial 
Medical Services the fact that for purposes of pension two 
years’ service in the East African Medical Service is 
counted as three was not mentioned. The basis of the 
pension, as stated in that article, is one-sixtieth of the 
retiring salary plus 15 per cent. of the initial salary 
of the grade in respect of the value of free quarters, for 
pray’ year of service, and the fact that two years count 
as three is, of course, an important one. In illustration 
of the application of this rule to the case of a medical 
officer who has completed a normal period of service in 
East Africa the following examples may be quoted: An 
officer retiring after twenty years’ service at the maximum 
of the grade of medical officer (£920) would ordinaril 
receive a pension at the rate of £523 a year (30/60ths of 


£1,046, being £920 plus 15 per cent. of £840. An officer 
retiring after twenty years’ service at the maximum of the | 


grade of senior medical officer (£1,100) would ordinarily 
receive a pension at the rate of £625 a year (30/60ths of 
£1,250 being £1,100 plus 15 per cent. of £1,000).

He emphasized the need for prolonged artificial respiration in the 
case of apparent death from high voltage electricity. He cited 
a case where two doctors, after two hours’ artificial respiration, 
pronounced the patient to be dead, but artificial respiration being 
carried on for another two hours resulted in the patient “ coming 
to life.’ ; 

Dr. ScHoter1eLp expressed the opinion that chloroform anacthesia 
was quite safe in midwifery cases.

thalmic Benefit. 

Sm,—In view of the objections that were made before 
the Royal Commission on National Health Insurance to 
placing this benefit in the hands of ophthalmic surgeons, 
the result of an analysis of 100 consecutive cases under my 
care, of persons entitled, may be helpful. 

As to the allegation that there were not enough surgeons 
to do the work, that simply cannot now hold with regard to 
the country generally. Not one of my cases has had to 
wait more than three days for an appointment after the 
necessary papers have been to hand. 

As to the claim that the vast majority of the cases were 
to be simple and easy refractions, my figures do not bear 
this out. Of 100 cases, 61 were of such a nature that only 
an exhaustive examination, using a mydriatic or cyclo- 
plegic when necessary, enabled one to arrive at an exact 
diagnosis. Included in these cases were 21 which required 
further treatment. These were. referred either to their 
panel doctor or to the Eye Infirmary. In this group 

‘were, among other less serious troubles, active syphilis (3), 
glaucoma (1), encephalitis lethargica (1), tobacco amblyopia 
(1), toxic optic neuritis (1), toxic paresis of accommodation 
from tonsils or nose (2), cataracts for operation later (3), 
spastic myopia (2), primary optic atrophy (1). There were 
thus only 39 per cent. of cases which proved, after the 
usual routine. ophthalmoscopic examination, to be ‘ simple 
refraction cases,’’ and these, though worked out without 
dilatation, were not by any means all easy. An average of 
half an hour was given to each case. 

As to the expense involved. Account might be taken of 

the fact that though all came thinking that glasses were 
required, 10 cent. were dissuaded, sometimes not 
without difficulty, from getting glasses or from having 
present glasses changed. The advantage of early recog- 
nition of some of the twenty-one treatment cases cannot 
be reckoned in £ s. d. Lest it should be said that these 
100 cases are in part selected cases, that is, those referred 
to a specialist after a previous visit to an optician, I find 
that only two came thus and both of these are included in 
the group of 39. The other 98 came from societies that do 
not send their members to opticians for preliminary 
examinations.—I am, etc.,

But here we are, faced with the menace of autocratic judge- 
ments, against which no appeal can be made in the courts of 
common justice. If we ignore this we are worthy to surrender 
cur freedom.

Dr. Muir-Smith. Dr. Ward gets no further than a resolution 
“to make a sharp division between the judicial duties and the 
executive powers of the Ministry.”” It reads well, but legally

A Minister acts for, and is responsible only to, Parliamen’ 
Parliament acts for the King, who is above the law. This 


brings us to the exasperating position of being controlled, in 


Dr. Muir-Smith’s words, by “a sort of lord high commissioner 


and executioner-in-chief ’’ . . 
exalted prerogative, arrogates to his authorit; 
function as a ce unto himself, and to act as sole arbiter of his 
own judgement in disciplinary matters.’’ That is geen | S80; 
but I would ask Dr. Muir-Smith if the position is not perfe 
legal and logical? The creators of the law, when acting 
officially, are always above the law. To make the law implies 
that you are above the law in your official functioning. 


We have, as a matter of fact, got into a wrong position, * 


and by this step we have made one of the most remarkable 
discoveries of the age. We have discovered that where 
there is a socialist service, even so loosely socialistic as the 
present National Insurance Acts, it is impossible to avail 
oneself of the freedom and right of commor law. 

It is not true, however, as Dr. Muir-Smith asserts, that 
collective bargaining is responsible for this anomaly, nor that 
it is the fons et origo of the whole embroglio. No! all that 
is necessary is that we 
State, in respect of justice and of administration, while seeking 
for ourselves in the form of charter those rights and privileges 
of justice and of administration which are at present usurped 
by the Minister. ~Then we shall still retain our strength of 


collective bargaining; we shall organize under charter our own’ 


resources of service and of administration. We shall become 

free. Under terms of charter we will guarantee our utmost 

services, receiving from the State the necessary 
uite our services to insured patients. 


hat is the position as it ought to be, and we ought not to 


allow ourselves to throw away our privileges and freedom for 


‘a certain bribe, which it — we have been content to do 
heretofore. Any member of the profession will then be free to 
appeal against the powers and actions of the guild of medicine 


in the courts of common law, and to secure that equity of 


protection which the law sffords to unindentured contracts for 
personal service. Nevertheless, until we are willing to seek the 
rights of guild and charter, we merely beat the air in vain in 
seeking to table at our meetings resolutions such as proposed 
either by Dr. Muir-Smith or Dr. Gordon Ward.—I an, etc.,

One of the decisions of the 
conference, which the Panel Committee now endorsed, was that the 
distribution scheme be amended to provide tuat a practitioner 
resident more than two and a half miles from his surgery should, 
unless he had a partner or assistant or had made deputizing 
arrangements satisfactory to the committee, be yeqninel, to be 
exempted from liability for emergency night calls to insured persons, 
on the lists of other practitioners. Another decision, also endorsed, 
was that a practitioner who merely attended at his surgery during 
consultation hours, and for the remainder of the day and hight 
was not within reasonable call, could not be regarded as complying 
with the regulations. It was also decided that 1t was not necessary
